BEETS 


One ounce of seed to fifty feet of drill; six 
pounds to one acre. 


A sowing for an early supply should be 
made as soon as the ground can be worked in 
spring. For main crop, sow early in May, and 
for winter beets, from the first to the third 
week in June. Sow in drills fifteen inches 
apart, and cover the seed one inch with fine 
earth pressed firmly upon the seed by treading 
or otherwise. Thin out the plants to six in- 
ches apart. The soil should be deeply manured 
and well cultivated. In lifting and storing the 
roots, care must be taken that they are not 
bruised.

The Cabbage is one of the most important 
vegetables, and some of its varieties are univer- 
sally cultivated. The ground must be highly 
manured, deeply dug or ploughed, and thor- 
oughly worked, to insure good, full-sized heads. 
A heavy, moist and fresh loam is most suitable. 
The early sorts should be sown very early in 
the spring, in hot beds, or later in the open 
ground. Eighteen inches by three-feet apart 
is the common distance.

A good light and 
well enriched sandy loam is the best for this 
crop. For field culture, sow in drilJs, three to 
three and one-half feet apart, so as to cultivate 
by horse. Market gardeners sow in drills 
about eighteen inches apart and cultivate by 
hand. For early crops, cover one-half an inch 
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deep, and thin to six inches apart, in the rows; 
for late, cover three-fourths of an inch deep, 
and thin to four inches.

To have Celery early, it should be sown in a 
hotbed quite early in the spring, and when 
three inches high, plant out in a well-prepared 
bed, which must be covered in frosty weather. 
For the principal crop, sow early in spring, 
very shallow in the seed-bed, and when the 
plants are about six inches high, transplant 
them six inches apart into trenches for blanch- 
ing. Dig the trenches four feet apart, a foot 
wide andten inches deep. Fill in five or six 
inches of well-rotted manure, and mix thorough- 
ly, half a spade deep, with the earth at the 
bottom. The tops of the plants should be 
shortened before they are set. Earth up to 
blanch, three or four times during their growth, 
taking care no earth falls in the center of the 
plants.

Early in the spring make a trench about six 
inches deep, in rich, mellow soil so arranged 
that no water can stand in it, and plant the 
seed at the bottom, taking care not to cover it 
more than two inches. All Sweet Peas, but 
particularly the white seeded sorts, are often a 
little difficult to start. If the soil is too dry, 
they will remain a long time without germina- 
ting; if it is too wet and cold they will not 
sprout at all. In soils that are at all heavy 
or composed largely of clay, it will generally 
pay to put about two inches of sand in the 
bottom of the trench and to sow the seed on 
this, covering with more sand. Often it will 
be an advantage to cover the row with a board 
so as to shed the rain and protect the soil from 
the hot sun, but care should be taken to re- 
move this as soon as the young plants cut 
through the soil. When the plants are about 
five inches high, fill up the trench and furnish 
some support for the vines to run upon. The 
flowers should be picked before they form 
pods, or the plants will soon stop flowering.

There are two sets of picker arms, one on each side 
of the box mounted upon the same shaft, being so arranged that they enter the picker box alternate- 
ly; first one enters and engages a tuber and forces the seed over to the other side of the box in the 
track of the other picker, then vice versa.
